called to the colors w ithin a m onth, 
and all the present forces, num ber­ 
ing nearly one million, w’ould be 
kept in uniform . 
In 
a terse, 
tw o-hundred 
word 
speech. Mussolini scorned all peace 
efforts and warned th a t his army, 
already the world’s largest, would 
be increased “in order to face any 
eventuality th a t m ay arise.” 
M ussolini was addressing repre­ 
sentative detachm ents of the 500,- 
000 soldiers who have been conduct­ 
ing a week’s m aneuvers in N orth­ 
ern Italy, and around Naples, and 
in Sicily, all will rem ain under arm s, 
he said. 
Pleads For Courage 
“The world m ust know once again 
th at, while there is so m uch absurd 
and provocative talk of sanctions, 
we will not give up a single soldier, 
a single sailor, or a single aviator. 
“Bue we will bring to the highest 
degree of power all the arm ed forc­ 
es of th e nation.” 
M ussolini concluded with a stir­ 
ring appeal for “courage and reso­ 
lution.’

Perhaps this is the correct 
definition of the legal holiday. 
But what America needs to 
learn and a great part of the world as well is the necessity, the 
dignity and the honor of everybody’s being a w orkingm an or 


woman. 
Few if any “ white collared” w orkm en regard Labor Day 
as at all their own. 
It m eans nothing special to the professional 
man. 
To the employer it suggests little beyond the fact that 
his employes are not working. 
Only to the w orkm an conscious 
of his union or his organization does the day have the signifi­ 
cance it or a similar day should have for everybody. 
If the nation is to have a day dedicated to labor, its gospel 
should be associated with that other Gospel that preaches of 
necessity of foil in one form or another. 
Such a day ought to 
carry to all the people the fact that whether a task is high or 
low, drab or brilliant, if it is part of the w o rld ’s work, it is de­ 


serving of respect. 
The world is full of false values and am ong them is the a p ­ 
praisal put on some forms of work. 
It will be a great thing when 
the people come to understand that there is dignity in every use­ 
ful occupation and m ore im portant that every person should be 
engaged in some purposeful labor. 
Labor Day may not be the 
precise time at which to strive for q. recasting of public opinion 
on the value of work, but those for w hom it was specifically 
created m ay find in it the opportunity to preach a doctrine as old 
as time and as needful today, if not more so, than ever.

Hints and Dints 


CONSTITUTIONAL REVISION 
Just now a lot of citizens in Pennsylvania are talking constitu­ 
tional revision and not too m any of them know just w hat they m ean. 
To simply make the assertion th a t we should have a new constitution 
without assigning sound reasons is demagogy. 
To explain the need by 
referring to it as the “document of the ox-cart age” is no less demagogic. 
True the present constitution of Pennsylvania was adopted in 
1874 before the advent of automobiles, radios, airplanes and the other 
devices of this m odern age. 
But to say th at a docum ent is obsoleted 
because of age and for no other reason is to suggest th at such a docu­ 
m ent as the Ten Com m andm ents should have abrogated with the dis­ 
covery of electricity. 
Years, or the lack of them , is no true test of the 
soundness of any document. 
The statem ent has been m ade th at under the present constitution 
the commonw’ealth cannot provide relief for the needy, because of the 
wording of section eighteen, which prohibits “appropriations for ch a r­ 
itable, educational or benevolent purposes to any person or com m unity”. 
Yet we have m other’s assistance, old age pensions, appropriations for 
relief, and other forms of relief appropriation. 
In its decision on the Talbot Act of 1931 the State Suprem e Court 
recognized the right of the comm onwealth to appropriate funds for the 
relief of needy persons in tim es of stress. 
The argum ent is advanced th a t the comm onwealth is restricted 
in its borrowing to the extent of $1,000,000 except by direct vote of the 
people (e. g. the highway bond issue of $100.000,000). 
Not a bad idea to 
restrict any adm inistration in its borrowing. 
W hen it becomes neces­ 
sary to have a large sum of money the state can do as it did in the re­ 
cent session and get money on short loans. 
If it is the idea of the sponsors of the constitutional revision th at 
the people are going to tu rn over to a G eneral Assembly and a governor 
the power to borrow untold millions, then the proposal should be de­ 
feated.

tate to formulate a counter attack 
on his political foes. From his delib­ 
erations in Hyde Park are expected 
to come a series of answers to re­ 
cent sharp criticisms of his adm in­ 
istration. 
Plans U. S. Tour 
These replies 
will be 
made 
in 
speeches delivered during the course 
of a trans-continental swing that is 
scheduled to start the last week in 
September. This tour definitely will 
launch Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
campaign 
for re-election. 
About two score bills only awaited 
final action before tonight’s depar­ 
ture. Most of them were relatively 
unim portant. New TVA legislation, 
strengthening and lengthening the 
government’s power yardstick, was 
due to be signed today with inter­ 
ested members of congress and of­ 
ficials present. Another of the re­ 
maining major bills certain of sig­ 
nature was the neutrality resolution 
which 
arbitrarily keeps 
American 


munitions m anufacturers from ser­ 
vicing any belligerent nation for the 
next six months. 
To Restate Philosophy 
W ith this work out of the way, 
Mr. Roosevelt will head 
for 
his 
Hudson river home, there 
to 
as­ 
semble the material on which he 
will base his western speeches, be­ 
fore he reaches the San Diego ex­ 
position it was anticipated he will 
have restated his philosophy of gov­ 
ernment in mast of its essentials. 
One known stop on the trek across 
country will be made at Boulder 
Dam. This setting will afford the 
president an excellent opportunity 
to inform the voters of his future 
plans for regulating utilities com­ 
panies and projecting the govern­ 
ment itself into the pow'er field. 
W hether Mr. Roosevelt will re­ 
spond 
to charges 
he 
has 
been 
stretching the constitution 
unduy 
remained to be seen. He was report­ 
ed, however, to be ready to make an 
issue of the m atter if necessary. 
Close friends were of the opinion 
he would wait until after the su­ 
preme court had passed on such new 
legislation as the Guffey coal act 
before definitely taking up the cud­ 
gels on this score. 
The president must be back in 
Washington on September 17 to a t­ 
tend the final meeting of his allot­ 
ment board for work-relief. It was 
understood he would 
remain

Hyde Park until just before that 
date.

This action was taken 
by

council because of the generous and 
loyal support the citizens of New 
Castle have always given to high 
school athletics and because of this 
support the splendid Taggart sta­ 
dium was possible. 
Details On File. 
In publishing the receipts and ex­ 
penditures only totals are being 
given out as a detailed statem ent 
would contain much 
information 
that is more or less confidential 
between the high school and the 
schools with which it is engaged in 
competition and might lead to em­ 
barrassment and difficulty in a r­ 
ranging schedules. 
A record of all 
receipts and expenditures in detail 
is on file, however, in the office of 
the secretary of the board of educa­ 
tion. 
Incidentally a report of all 
receipts and expenditures is fur­ 
nished the board monthly. 
The total receipts for the current 
fiscal year ending on July 1 last 
were $14,446.61 and total expendi­ 
tures $13,835.46, leaving a net gain 
of $611.15 for the current year. D ur­ 
ing the two previous years at the 
height of the depression expendi­ 
tures exceeded receipts but the defi­ 
cit was held to a low figure and 
with the attractive 
schedule

Athletic Council. 
The athletic activities of the sen­ 
ior high school are conducted by the 
athletic council, a board created by 
the board of education. It consists 
of the superintendent of 
schools, 
the principal of senior high, three 
members of the board of education, 
two representative citizens of New 
Castle, preferably alumni and ap­ 
pointed by the board of education, 
the head coach, the faculty manager 
of athletics, the president of the stu­ 
dent council of senior high and the 
student manager of the current a th ­ 
letic activity. 
The 
council 
operates 
under 
a 
budget prepared by itself and super­ 
vises all receipts and authorizes all 
expenditures.

ling that the deal was being nego­ 
tiated, according to all indications. 
Asked if it was not customary for 
American firms contemplating such 
ventures abroad to consult the de­ 
partm ent, Hull replied: “Not under 
this adm inistration.” American Na­ 
tionals and business firms are scat­ 
tered all over the globe, he said, 
and, “it is not our policy to follow 
them around.” 
The whole attitude of the adm in­ 
istration appeared to be that the 
Standard Oil now has its conces­ 
sion, let it take care of it in its own 
way. 
Considerable Irritation 
There was discernible, however, 
considerable irritation and resent- 
ment 
that an American 
concern \ 
should become Involved in such a 
situation as now exists abroad. The 
concession is reported to cover ap­ 
proximately one half 
the 
entire 
Ethiopian kingdom, and covers that 
very commodity—oil—which Mus­ 
solini covets and is preparing 
to 
take. Italy has no oil supply of its j 
own. 
The irritation was only increased 
by an International News Service 
dispatch from Paris quoting Sena­ 
tor James P. Pope (D) of Idaho, as 
saying th at the new oil concession 
confirms his belief th at the United 
States cannot keep out of the next 
war. 
The State Departm ent 
has 
al­ 
ready suffered some em barrassm ent 
through Senator Pope’s utterances 
abroad. Pope doesn’t represent any­ 
one except himself, but the fact he 
is a Senator and a member of the 
foreign relations committee lends a 
certain am ount of weight to his 
expressions in European eyes. Since 
going abroad some weeks ago, the 
Idahoan has been publicly predict­ 
ing eventual American entry into 
the League of Nations and proph­ 
esying th a t we can’t stay out of the 
next war. Its all very embarrassing 
—and irritating—to the adm inis­ 
tration. 
Pure Rubbish 
Talk of the oil concession drawing 
the United States closer to the 
Italian-Ethiopian mess, or any Eur­ 
opean war, was described by offic­ 
ials as “pure rubbish” and “silly.” 
“Does anyone in his right mind 
think” observed one official, sar­ 
castically, “that we are goimt to 
war 
because 
a 
private 
concern 
chooses to invest, and probably lose, 
some of its money abroad? Wouldn’t 
It be an attractive enlistm ent slo­ 
gan: 'Enlist and fight for dear old 
Standard Oil!” Rubbish.” 
This attitude was reflected, also, 
in senatorial comment. 
Senator Borah (R) of Idaho, said 
the fact th at some American citi­ 
zens had “purchased an interest in 
war” would not change this coun­ 
try's neutrality policy in any re­ 
spect. 
Senator Hiram Johnson (R> of 
California, agreed th at it was “silly'’ 
to believe otherwise. 
Wholly On Paper 
It was pointed out th at the con­ 
cession thus far is wholly on paper. 
The exploiting company or com­ 
panies have no real 
property 
in 
jeopardy at this time. And the prob­ 
ability, as seen here, is that Musso­ 
lini will have moved in and taken 
possession long before any Anglo- 
American oil wells are drilled or m a­ 
terials shipped. 
It is regarded as highly unlikely 
th at Mussolini would be disposed to 
recognize the validity of such a con­ 
cession.

The American government's po­
